Mike Shaw covered the highlights of the council meeting. 
The motion to purchase silver was tabled until the August 
council meeting. 


Ken Spindler announced that May 8 is the deadline for 
going on-line to fill out applications to exhibit at the San 
Diego County Fair. We have 8 days assigned to us for 
manning the fair. Our dates are between June 18 and 
July 4. Ken said that he is pleased that the sign-up sheet 
is going smoothly. The fair people advised him that he 
would be able to put 3 chairs at the table when 
necessary. 


Ginny spoke about Coinarama. She asked if all the 
people wanting to exhibit had an application form. Jim 
Wells said he needed the form and Ken Spindler had an 
extra one. Ginny announced that she and Dorothy 
Baber would start collecting money for the breakfast 
next month. She asked that a motion be made so the 
club can renew the ad in the Coinarama program for 
$20. She also had the Patron List ready for people to 
sign. Ken Spindler made a motion that SDNS renew the 
ad for $20, seconded by Mike Shaw. Motion carried. 


Show & Tell— Larry Baber has been collecting the 
various items designed by H. Alvin Sharpe, the Father of 
the Mardi Gras doubloon. He started designing the 


doubloons in 1960 and at first had no idea if they would 
be accepted. The popularity was over-whelming and he 
went on to design many different objects. The medals 
Larry brought in were OTACS, made especially for 
Judge Cato by Sharpe. 


Jim Wells, in keeping with the theme of women on 
coins, brought in various coins from European 
countries bearing portraits of queens and consorts all 
descended from Queen Victoria of England. 


Mike Shaw recently acquired the most desired U.S. 
medal, “Libertas Americana” conceptualized by Ben 
Franklin and executed by Dupré, minted at the Paris 
Mint in 1783. It is beautiful and features France 
protecting a baby from the English lion on the 
reverse. The baby represented the infant U.S. 


Ken Spindler brought in a large assortment of coins 
from all over the world featuring women. He 
brought in some copper Russian military uniform 
buttons from the period of the Tsars he recently 
found on eBay, featuring double-eagles which are 
very similar to the eagles on Russian coins. He also 
brought some coins to compare. He also brought an 
assortment of French copper coins over-struck in 
various ways including one he just bought on eBay. 
Some 1-sol coins were previously 2-sols coins, and 


one 5-centimes coin was struck over a 10-centimes 
coin. All very interesting. He brought a small 
picture frame which had been made from 2 
hollowed-out Maria Theresa talers from Austria. 
Ken located pictures of Queen Marie Antoinette and 
King Louis XVI of France and put them into the 
picture frame. Marie Antoinette was Empress Maria 
Theresa’s youngest child, and Louis XVI was her 
son-in-law. 


Kay Lenker joined the Franklin Mint Society and 
signed on for the Famous Women Series. Members 
were given names to choose from and medals were 
issued to those with the most votes. They are all 
silver medals and only about 3,200 were issued. Kay 
said this is one of her favorite sets. 


We broke for refreshments of strawberry shortcake 
served by Kay, and reconvened for the drawing. 


Drawing coins were won by Wayne Dickey (3), 
Dave Jones (3), Ralph Munoz (2), Ken Spindler, and

He 
welcomed the 24 members and announced that the 
minutes had been printed in the Bulletin. 
Correspondence consisted of the ANA ballot, which 
was given to Kay Lenker and Dorothy Baber to vote 
for the rest of us since they are more familiar with 
the persons running. Treasurer Ken Spindler 
reported that the club has a balance of $1,843.94. He 
announced that he is selling the NASC gold drawing 
tickets and to please see him for tickets. 


Jim Hunt reported that the CSNA show is scheduled 
for Nov. 23 & 24, 2013 at the Long Beach Airport 
Hotel. He reported that the Northern California 
members of CSNA have not yet found a place to 
hold their coin show but he will report on it when 


they do decide. Jim read the upcoming events for 
the club and announced that he needed a host for 
October. 


Ginny reported that the NASC gold drawing tickets 
are a win-win because the club gets to keep half of 
the money collected. There are 4 chances to win 35 
different gold coins for only $3. The NASC Golden 
State Coin Show will be August 24 & 25, 2013 in 
Arcadia. 


Ginny announced that the ANA World’s Fair of 
Money will be held August 13-17, 2013 in 
Rosemont/Chicago area. Mike Shaw will be 
attending. 


Ken Spindler reported on the San Diego County Fair. 
The dates of the Fair are June 8 to July 4 except for the 
first 3 Mondays. The coin and stamp clubs have only 
been allotted 8 (scattered) days to man a 
“demonstration” table, starting June 18. He reported 
that last year he received 2 tickets per person to give 
table volunteers (2 per shift, 2 shifts a day) but this year 
only one ticket per person was given to him. He has a 
one-day free parking pass for each day we are going to 
be there and will give preference to table volunteers who 
have a mobility problem. Ken was disappointed that 
they put a tiny “origami” paper-fold sitting on a dime in 
with our coin exhibits. He did not think that exhibit even 


has anything at all written in it to explain what it is! He 
was disappointed that there are not more exhibits, but 
several of them are from non-club members. Still, our 
club members’ exhibits are all very good if not excellent. 


How and by whom they were judged has been kept 
secret from him and he is afraid they were judged by 
people who do not know anything about numismatics. 


Ginny deferred to Kay Lenker regarding Coinarama. 
Kay says she is still reminding bourse dealers that they 
need to send in their money. She reported that 
Arrowhead Coins from Oregon is returning after a few 
years hiatus. Dorothy reported that the Sunday awards 
breakfast attendance is now up to 28 people and she is 
still taking names and money. Jim Hunt reminded those 
who plan to exhibit to return their applications so that we 
can obtain the right number of prizes. Ginny announced 
that she is advertising in Numismatic News and Coin 
World and asked members to look in their local papers 
when we get closer to July for any news write-ups local 
papers may run from the notices that Ken Spindler 
faithfully sends out each year. Ken reported that he 
would mail out the notices in a week or so. 


SHOW & TELL — OTHER HOBBY NIGHT 


Jim Hunt announced that he attended the May ANA 
show in New Orleans and found the food delicious and 


New Orleans very quaint and delightful. He visited the 
plantations and found that the French plantations were 
quite different from the English plantations. He 
purchased a book written by Richard Doty, senior 
numismatic curator of the Smithsonian Institution, on 
U.S. paper money featuring trains because Jim’s other 
hobby is riding trains and reading about them. Sadly, 
Jim was informed that Mr. Doty died only a few days 
ago. Jim reported that the New Orleans Convention 
Center is one of the largest in the country and that he had 
to walk one-quarter mile inside it just to get to the 
bourse floor from his hotel, at one end of the Convention 
Center. He had a blast there. 


Jim Wells brought in an assortment of silver spoons, 
which his family and he have been adding to for years. 
He had 2 spoons from the Columbian Exposition of 
1893 and many spoons from areas where his family 
visited or lived. He used to keep them hanging in a 
spoon holder box but got tired of polishing them so now 
they are stored in a special non-tarnishing cloth holder. 


Kay Lenker brought in an unfinished crossword puzzle 
to show that this is her “other hobby”, and travel 
brochures from Vantage Tours featuring cruises that she 
has gone on. She prefers Vantage for many reasons and 
announced that she will be going on a world tour of 35 
days that won’t start out until October 2014. 


Ken Berger told how he had various hobbies other 
than numismatics in the past including collecting 
English sports cars, but when he got married he had 
to give that one up. He was inspired by Neil Harris 
to start collecting Philippine paper money and is 
concentrating on cataloging locally counter-stamped 
pre-occupation notes from all the various provinces, 
especially Cebu.

Chris Beyerle brought in several “First Printing”, 
“First Edition” books, some of which were 
autographed. He always keeps a look out for these. 


Dorothy brought in carrot cake cupcakes with nuts 
and pineapples for the Club’s birthday, courtesy of 
Paul Whitnah. They were delicious.

2013

Because people 
hoarded the copper, silver and gold coins 
during the war, there was an acute shortage of 
money for day-to-day transactions. The 
government issued a sheet of fractional paper 
money similar to the stamps including 
perforations, which were torn off as used. The 
method proved too slow so later the 
government issued them cut and ready for use. 
The demand kept increasing. Jim reminded us 
that he would be talking on fractional currency 
issued during the Civil War September 3. 


Members were reminded to get their auction 
material lists in August to Mike as soon as 
possible because he will be issuing the club 

bulletin early. The deadline is July 22.

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MINUTES OF THE MEETING HELD 6 
AUGUST 2013 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 6:15 pm 
and led us in the Pledge to the Flag. He welcomed our 
guests, two of Jim Wells’ grandsons, Griffin and Trevor, 
who are visiting from Seattle. We had 24 in attendance 
tonight. There was no correspondence. Treasurer Ken 
Spindler presented his report showing a balance of 
$1,743.75. Jim Hunt reported on the CSNA Show 
scheduled for November 23-24, at the Long Beach Airport 
Holiday Inn. Jim also reported that Steve Fahrlender is 
trying to start a new paper-money club. The kick-off 
meeting is August 17, 2:00 pm at Coco’s Restaurant, 10430 
Friars Rd., San Diego, 92120. NASC’s Golden State Coin 
Show is scheduled for August 24, 25 in Arcadia. 


Jim Hunt reported on the Council meeting. He announced 
that the Council decided to purchase 50 silver uniface 
medals since we are down to only 1 medal. Andrew 
Woodruff sold out the stockpile of medals that were on hand 
and received a thank-you from Larry Baber for an 


outstanding job as salesman. Also reported was the Council 
voted to strike a medal to commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of San Diego’s Panama-California Exposition in 
2015. Designs should be turned in at the May 2014 Council 
meeting. To secure future dates we will want for 
Coinarama, the Scottish Rite Event Center is offering to 
reserve dates for the next 5 years if we give them a deposit 
for each year. Apparently they will also build in less of an 
increase in their rental price than we may otherwise end up 
having to pay without the contract. We are looking into 
whether they will accept a lesser percentage down, and 
whether they will contract ahead for fewer than 5 years. 
Due to these factors, we decided to defer making a decision 
about paying the clubs a share of the Coinarama profits for 
this year until the Council knows exactly how much money 
it will need to pay for these large expenditures. 


There was no old business. 


Dorothy Baber announced that Heritage Auction House 
personnel would be in San Diego for free appraisals on 
coins, artwork, comic books, books, and other collectibles at 
the Hilton Hotel on East Mission Bay on August 16-18. 
There is a limit of 4 items per person. 


Ralph Munoz announced that Jim Wells is the guest speaker 
at the Chula Vista Library on F Street in the Auditorium 
speaking to the Genealogy Society meeting October 23 at 
12:00. His topic is Queen Victoria and her descendants as 
shown on coins of dozens of nations. 


SHOW & TELL — Larry Baber brought in several sheets of 
uncut fractional currency notes. He had both perforated and 
unperforated varieties. At first the fractional currency 
depicted postage stamps. They were sold in sheets, and 
notes were then torn off as needed. He had several 
“specimen” notes and one which was printed on high-quality 
paper captured from the Confederacy, watermarked “CSA.” 
Larry also said he was considering purchasing a 45 lb. 
reproduction piece of Swedish Plate money which was once 
‘owned by famous collector Farran Zerbe. 


Dorothy Baber brought in several scrapbooks from the early 
years of the Council, circa 1960-1970. She was planning to 
present them to Kay Lenker for the historical file but Kay 
was not present. 


Ken Spindler brought in some of his French Revolution 
coins, including his latest acquisition purchased on eBay, 
which had some verdigris on it but he was able to have it 
cleaned by a coin dealer who is an expert at cleaning coins, 
and the grade improved from a VF+ to AU. Ken collects 
coins by “type” but is going for a complete date set of one 
centime coins, since they were only made 3 years. One of 3 
of the same date that he has and brought in is a “piefort” 
type (almost double normal thickness and weight) that is not 
catalogued anywhere. 


Jim Wells brought in a bag and presented a quiz asking 
which coin in American history has the same design, same 
year, and same denomination but was issued by 3 different 
governments. Answer, the 1861-O half dollar. It was first 
struck by the U.S. government, then by the State of 
Louisiana, and finally by the Confederate States of America. 


Jim reported that there are 15 different die combinations 
with tiny variances and he had a sheet detailing the pick-up- 
points. Hoarding was a problem during the Civil War and 
the government finally turned to paper for making money. 


We broke for delicious chocolate pie served by Greg Knox. 


We had a small auction, conducted very ably by Jim Hunt, 
and everything sold with quite a bit of action. 


Drawing coins were won by Dorothy Baber (she picked her 
own number 3 times in a row), Ralph Munoz (2), Jim Wells 
(2), guest Griffin, and Dave Jones. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 7:45 pm.

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MINUTES OF THE MEETING HELD 
SEPTEMBER 3, 2013 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 6:15 
pm and led the Pledge to the Flag. He welcomed guest 
Dave Corcoran and announced that Dave is our newest 
member.

His topic will be “Collecting Western Americana Paper”. 
Jim said that would include any paper relating to money 
or financial transactions, and ephemera relating to Wells 
Fargo and other organizations. 


Show & Tell — Ellen Hunt brought in a large framed 
assortment of different size lead bullets and a U.S. 
eagle button from a military uniform that were 
excavated from the Civil War battlefield at 
Fredericksburg, Virginia. The same frame also 
contained pictures of Confederate and Union 
soldiers, and an original Confederate Bond note. 
She found it at the ANA Show in Philadelphia in 
2000. She also brought in her collection of tokens 
from the Civil War period. The tokens were either 
patriotic or “storecards” issued by merchants to 
facilitate purchasing goods at their stores because 
legal tender money was being hoarded. She also 
brought in a letter addressed to General Meigs along 
with supporting informational material, and a set of 
General Orders issued by the Union Army. 


Jim Hunt brought in replicas of Confederate half 
dollar and Confederate cent pattern coins, and a 
numismatic book on Abraham Lincoln. 


Jim Wells brought in an array of books on Civil War 
money. He also brought the trophy and framed 
certificate that were awarded to him at the at the 
Golden State Coin Show banquet for being named 
Numismatic Association of Southern California’s 
“Speaker of the Year” for 2012. 


Ginny Bourke proudly showed off her 50-year 
membership pins from ANA and thanked Larry 
Baber for picking them up for her. 


Mike Shaw brought in many beautiful medals related 
to the Civil War, including some issued by the Union 
League of Philadelphia. Also included were medals 
commemorating the Sanitary Fair held in 1864, 
which helped to provide comforts to the troops in the 
field, especially medical supplies, such as gauzes for 
wounded soldiers. He also had a medal 
commemorating Stonewall Jackson, struck in France 
for the Confederate States of America government. 


Larry Baber brought in a large assortment of goodies 
that he received free at the ANA convention in 
Chicago. He was given a beautiful book on Iola, 


Wisconsin presented to him and autographed by 
Clifford Mishler. He brought the 2 oz. silver medal 
he was given by the outgoing ANA president, and 
the literary medal awarded to him by the Medal 
Collectors of America for his article on the Medals 
of the Spring Garden Institute in Philadelphia, which 
ran in the “The Numismatist”. He had the silver 
medal given to all ANA judges, as well as numerous 
other goodies. 


Ken Spindler brought in the Confederate States 
currency that he has been collecting for a few years, 
plus a Confederate States bond he found on eBay 
and bought without knowing anything about it. He 
brought in a 2nd generation restrike Confederate 
States cent, as well as tourist copies of Confederate 
States pattern coinage (same as what Jim Hunt 
brought in). Ken does not expect to ever own a 
genuine example as they are extremely rare and 
extremely expensive. 


We broke for refreshments sponsored by Les Peich 
and served by Ellen Hunt and Ginny. 


Jim Wells gave a PowerPoint presentation on the 
various forms of money and money substitutes that 
were used in the U.S. during the Civil War. The 
coins quickly disappeared from circulation due to 
hoarding. He explained how the U.S. government 
experimented with various paper notes so that people 
could make change. He had pictures of the various 
items used during this period including several series 
of fractional currency issues which kept getting 
counterfeited, encased postage, postage stamp 
envelopes, private tokens, sutler tokens, and private 
paper currency from various stores similar to today’s 
scrip. Unfortunately he was unable to show the club 
all of the abundant information he had ready, due to 
time constraints. 


At time was getting late, we quickly proceeded to the 
raffle drawing. Winners of the drawing were David 
Corcoran, Ginny Bourke, E. T. Perry, Bill Perrin, 
and Dave Jones. 


The meeting was adjourned at 8:00 pm.

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MINUTES OF THE MEETING HELD 
OCTOBER 1, 2013 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 6:15 
pm and led the Pledge to the Flag.

SHOW & TELL — Jim Wells announced that he will be 
speaking at the Chula Vista Genealogical Society 
meeting at the Main Chula Vista Library (365 F Street) 
on October 23 at noon. He was asked by Ralph 
Munoz, who is the Vice President of the Society. Jim’s 
topic will be on Queen Victoria and her descendants. 
He brought in his coins of Victoria's descendants and a 
handout showing all her descendants that he will use at 
the presentation. 


Mike Shaw brought in full size and miniature 
Mexican War Veterans Badges, along with the 
recipient’s veteran’s pension papers, the recipient’s 
widow’s pension papers (for her late husband’s 
service in the Mexican War), and the widow’s 
divorce decree from her first husband in Utah in 
1879 (two years before she married the veteran). 
There was also a photo of and an obituary for the 
veteran, who was 90 years old when he died in 1914. 


Larry Baber brought in 2 medals he found at the 
ANA Convention in Chicago. Larry collects Charles 
Barber material and was delighted to find them. One 


medal was issued to a James L. Sylvester of Johns 
Hopkins University. It was a privately contracted 
medal by Charles Barber, circa 1880. The other 
medal was presented to Charles Barber himself by 
the William Scovill Co. of Waterbury, Connecticut, 
in appreciation for his work. The medal 
commemorated the 100th anniversary of the firm. 
Amongst other things, the Scovill Co. made blanks 
for coinage at the Philadelphia mint in the 1880’s, 
and they made the Columbian Exposition medals of 
1892-93. 


Chris Dinanno brought in a wooden nickel issued by 
the San Diego Numismatic Society in 1955 in 
connection with hosting the California State 
Numismatic Association. He found it on eBay. 


Jim Hunt presented a program on Western 
Americana Financial Papers. He has been collecting 
them for over 30 years and he and Ellen have always 
kept an eye out wherever they visit. He said when 
he first started collecting them they were somewhat 
plentiful and inexpensive. Both situations have 
changed. In part it is harder to find material to add 
to this collection because a lot of the dealers who 
brought them to coin shows are no longer around or 
cannot afford to pay the bourse fees required at 
larger shows. Some of the financial papers are 
beautifully engraved and most from the West are 


getting very scarce. He noticed that some of the 
papers were signed by famous persons and realized 
that he was collecting autographs, especially of those 
who were involved with the development of the 
Comstock Lode, Virginia City, and places in 
Colorado and South Dakota during the times of 
mining booms. He has expanded his collection to 
include Wells-Fargo and the California gold-rush 
period. He reported that the hardest thing is to limit 
his interests. 


We broke for refreshments provided by Laura 
Merrill and served by Chris Dinanno, and 
reconvened for the drawing.
